What {8 the remedy: Obvlously, say
the committes, s0 to remove all duties on
the raw muaterial to the manufacturers that
they can produce thelr wares at a lower
price and thus enlarge thelr markat ana
product; or to surround the country with
s wall of protetion from without, while
trusts, comblpations and pools plunder the
people from withln.

Common sense and common honesty, the
commlittes justly malntaln, dictate that
preference should be given to the former
plan. In a country llke ours, where profit.
ble Investments are open In 0 many other
directions, the capitalist Indeed may be
Indifferent whether the calls upon him for
manufacturing enterprises are larger or
smaller; but how Is it with the laborer
and the producer of the materisls used by
the manufacturer * When the fires In the
factory are shut off, the labor and the ma-
terials are shut off at the same time. Yet
the laborer and producer of materials
must still meet their dally wants of manu-
factured goods und pay whatever prices
the trusts have fixed. But with a more
extended market and the active competl.
tlon callad Into belng, these trusts, pools
und comblnations will be Impossible.
“With the markets of the world open w
the sale of thelr products, they will create
an actlve and constant demand for all the

A FARMERS TRUST.

A movement has been recently inauger.
ated In Kansas, to organize a Farmers'
Trust. The general ldea is that of all
“trusts " to Hmit produetion, or, at least, to
curtall sales; and by the establishment of
a number of central agencies, (a8 at Chl
capo, St Louis, Kansas City, St. Paul, &o,,
&e ) to tuke the handling of thelr grain and
produce out of the hands of the regular
chwnnels of distribution, and place it under
the control of the “trust,” through [ts agents
in those centres, The orgamzatlon of
farmers 18 to be thorough, ench state or dis
trict to be divided and subdivided tosecure
perfect control of the membership. To
complets the scheme, s mesting Las been
ealled to be held at Topeka i1n the uear |

future,

Knowing what the Grange accomplished,
especially as a distributlng element, 'n the
earller years of Its exlstence, the progress
of this movement will be looked at with
merm. That the farmers should attempt
the organization of a trust Is not surprising.
The difficulty In the way of its success lles
In the magnitude of the interest involved,
and the overwhelmlng number of those in-
terested. “In this regard, the tarmer Is st a
disadvantage when compared with the
robbers of the sugar trust, the salt trust, the
rall trust, apd the thousand and one other
Iniquitous combinations which are enabled,
by the concentration protection has effected,
to combine to plllage the multitudious
farmer—they are few in number and there.
fore Individuals can readily be controlled.
With the tarmer it 1s different; and the
very multitude prevents his employing the
same tactlcs to pretect himself from trust
thieves which they employ to rob him,

Yet of all classes who sufferea from
trusts, the agrlculturalist has the most to
complain of. Almost everything he buys:
his tools, his lumber, his salt, his nalls,

raw materials requlred in manufacturing,
which will stimulate, promote and reward
the wool grower and the producer of col-
ton, hemp, flax, hides, ores, and other ma
teriale of manufactura,

On the subject of free wool the com.
mittes say: “ We say to the manufac.
turer, we have put wool on the free list to
enable him to make his goods cheaper,
and send them Into forelgn markets and
successfully compete with the foreign
manufacturer. We say to the laborer in
the factory we have put wool on the free
115t 80 that It may be imported aod he may
be employed to make the goods that are
now made by forelgn labor and lmported
Into the Unlted States. We say to the con.
sumer we have put wool on the free list
that we may have woolen goods cheaper;
we sny to the domestic wool grower we
have put wool on the free list to enable
the manufacturer to lmport forelgn wool
to mix with his and thus enlarge his mar-
ket and quicken the demand for the con
sumption of home wool, while 1t lightens
the burden of the taxpayer.”

There were, durine 1857, 114,000,000
pounds of wool imported Into this country,
nod the home product was 265,000,000
pounds. The two together, manufuctured
luto goods, supplied sbout one-half of the
amount requlred for home consumption.
Now, the wool growers' combination and
the wool manufucturers’ trust met |In
Washington a month or two ago, and after
n wesk's deliberation formulsled the tal
lowing demand upon Congress. Tha' the
duty on wool shall be made high enough
to prevent the Importation of all woals,
nnd that a duty shall be put upon manu-
factured woolen goods high enough to se.
cure their entire axclusion. 1f Congress
should gramt this request, what in the
menntime are the people to do for woolen
clothing, as the present entire home prod-
amounts o but half the home consump
tlon* They must wear cotton goods In
winter and pay bountles to the wool grow
ers’ and woolen manufacturers’ combina
tlon until they can produce enough to
mest the home demsnd, and thus pay such
robber prices as the monster trust thus
brought lnto being by natlonal legislation
may be pleased to lay on.

I8 this what the people want* Yet it Is
just this princlpal of upiversal plunder
that the advocates of protection Inelst
shall pervade our entire idustrial system.

Hls only salvation i{s & recourse to the
methods of the “trust,” If trusts must be,
then the farmer must have hls or be pul-
verized between thelr grinding stones; or
he must strike at the root and abolish the
protection behind which the trusts are en
trenched In absolute security,

A Fearful Mistake,

life had passed out by what route ne man
conjectures, was laid in » pauper's grave in
the county farm, there was a lingering sus-
picion in the minds of Ofhcer Daly and
Expressman Looney, who had viewed the
oorpse, that it was all & mistake, and when
& query came from Senecs asking why Tim
Denneen had not gone back to work on the
state boat, ¥d Denneen, his father, began te
investigate. The shoes the dead man wore
were at the Rock Island depot, and were
quickly identified by the anguished father,
Oa Thursday morning, as early us prastioal,
two men socompanied by Mr. Denneen, went
down to the county fsrm and exhumed the
bady which, without the least shadow of a
doubt, was proven to be that of the missing
man. There had been no change in the ap-
pearance of the ecorpse since the inquest,
with the exception that the face had been
sponged off at the morgue, rendering him
more easily recognizable, A suitable casket
was procured st omce, and the body con-
veyed to Russell's undertaking rooms, where
the wounds were sewed up and the corpse
prepared for the gaze of heartbroken rela
tives,

He was a hard working young man, of
temperate habits, and was always a favorite
among his fellows, who are not slow in ocen-
suring the manner in which the Inquest was
conducted. It appears that Chief Brennan,
though usually a careful and conscientious
offioer, was pre-prejudiced against the re.
mains by the appearance of no money nor
means of 1dentification upon his person, and
swore that he was a tramp whom he had
driven out of the stock yarde on Saturday.
This testimony of course blinded the jury,
made up of Tim's old friends and acquaint-
ances, and, indeed, the brothers of the dead
msn, who viewed the remains. Again,
although the law does not perhaps require
that the corpse be made to look as natural as
possible, the blood, which almost obliterated
his features, was not removed during the
proceedings, and in fact not until he had
passed into the undertaker's hands. There
muy be un excuse for this terrible blunder,
but it is not easy to find.

The remains were interred from St. Cos
lumba church at 10 o'clock yesterday morn-
Ing, and were followed to the grave by a
larger number of carrisges than is ordinarily
seen upon occasions of serrow.
